Councilmember O”Farrell currently serves as the President Pro Tempore of the Los Angeles City Council, 
and he is the Chair of the "Energy, Climate Change, Environmental Justice, and Los Angeles River" 
Committee. Under Mitch's leadership, Council District 13 is one of the leading districts in affordable housing 
production and in comprehensive housing solutions for people experiencing homelessness. 

Throughout COVID-19, Councilmember O’Farrell has worked to ensure that the City of Los Angeles 
has had the strongest response of any city in the country and has led efforts to secure more than $300 million 
in relief for renters and landlords affected by COVID-19. He also funded $1 million in emergency grants for 
small, brick and mortar businesses in the 13th District; the only Councilmember to implement such a 
program. 

With compassion and understanding, and while standing alone, Mitch led the effort to clean up Echo 
Park Lake and make it safe for all, once again. Over a three-month outreach period, he successfully 
placed nearly 200 unhoused individuals living at the Lake into transitional housing, in addition to two 
months of extensive repairs and safety upgrades. The effort resulted in a huge drop in crime at the park and 
in the surrounding neighborhood. Almost a year later, Echo Park Lake remains open, safe, secure, and 


accessible.
